United States Senator Stuart 
Symington declared last night 
that he was willing to be the 
Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent this year and would “el- 
ish” the opportunity to oppose 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon. 

The Missouri Democrat made 
the declaration in a speech at 
‘a $100-a-plate testimonial dinner 
in his behalf. The dinner, spon- 
sored by the St. Louis and St. 
Louis County Democratic com- 
mittees, was in the Khorassan 
Room of the Chase Hotel. 

In making the closest thing 
an announcement of his candi- 
dacy since he was mentioned as 
a possible nominee of the Demo- 
cratic party, Symington told an 
enthusiastic, partisan audience 
that he had traveled many thou- 
sands of miles around the coun- 
try in recent months. 

“TI have told the Democrats I 
talked to that we must weld our 
party into a fighting campaign 
force, working together for a 


No. 1 country, dedicated 
and determined "he 
said. 


“And I have told them of my 
willingness to lead, if that should 
be the decision of our party. 

Mentions ‘Sir Richard.’ 

“TI would relish the opportunity 
to take ‘Sir Richard’s’ (Nixon’s) 
record to the people and ask 
them frankly—Is this what you 
want for America?” 

Referring to Nixén as that} 
“hand-p i icked, pre-nominated 
nominee of the Grand Old 
Guard—Sir Richard the Nimble,” 
Symington proceeded to ask a 
series of rhetorical questions: 

“Do you want a President who 
voted against slum olearance 
for our cities? Against Rural 
Electrification Administration 
funds for our farmer? Against 
Social Security benefits for our 
- retired and disabled? And, again 
this month, against education for 
our children?”’ 

Asserting that both he and the 
audience knew the people did 
not want this kind of leadership, 
Symington said what the people 
wanted was this: 

“A first-rate, first-class, first 
place America—first for a peace 
that is lasting and real; first 
for the people against the privi- 
leged; first on earth, first in 

space and first in the hearts of 
all mankind.” 

No Longer the Strongest. 

Symington said that America 
in 1952, when he was first elected 
to the Senate, was the strongest, 
most respected. and most ad- 
mired country in the world. He 
added that was no longer so. 

“We are second rate in outer 
space,” he said. “We are not 
adequately prepared to back up 
‘our many commitments around 
tthe world. And lesser nations,

|—President Eisenhower sets out 
next week on a personal mis- 
sion aimed at demonstrating that 
the United States wants to be a 
good partner and a good neigh- 
2 to Latin America, 
Tomorrow night, on the eve 
of his departure, Mr. Eisenhow- 
er will discuss his. plans for the 
trip in a 15-minute speech to be 
carried nationally on radio and 
television. 

(KSD-TV will carry the ad- 
dress from 5:30 to 5:45 p.m. Sun- 
day.) 

The President worked today 
on the speech, which White 
House press secretary James C. 
Hagerty said also will contain 
some references to the nation’s 
defenses. 


On Monday morning the Pres- 
ident will set out on a 15,560- 
mile tour that will take him to 
Brazil, Argentina, Chile and Uru- 
guay, the four southernmost na- 
tions of the hemisphere. His 
return to Washington is sched- 
uled for March 6, following a 
rest in Puerto Rico. 


The tour is the second of three 
he has planned in an effort to 
improve world understanding. 
In December he visited 11 na- 
tions of Europe, the Middle East 
and Africa. A June tour of Rus- 
sia and the Far East is planned. 


A generally warm reception 
seems assured for the President 
in Latin America, but officials 
here are not overlooking the 
possibility of isolated demonstra- 
tions by Yankee-haters. 


There has been some criticism 
from United States and Latin 
American sources that Mr. Eis- 
enhower has neglected the lands 
to the south. The President has 
said he feels that his Administra- 
tion has made great efforts to 
develop better inter-American 
understanding. 

He apparently is seeking new 
ways to improve such under- 
standing, and is taking with him 
on his tour the eight members 
of his National Advisory Com- 
mittee on Inter-American Rela- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—Com- 
plaints that federal cost limita- 
tions were violated in construc- 
tion of 50 housing units at the 
Granite City (Ill.) Army Engi- 
neer Depot will be heard by a 
congressional committee here 
next Thursday. 

The hearing will be conducted 
by a House Government Opera- 
tions subcommittee on executive 
and legislative reorganization. 
Representative William L. Daw- 
son (Dem.), Chicago, is chair- 
man of both the subcommittee 
and the full committee. 

Complaints about the Granite 
City project were made last 
month by Comptroller General 
Joseph Campbell, who held the 
actual cost of the housing project 
was $916,136, compared with a 
limit of $642,000 placed on it by 
Congress. 

Campbell said the cost was 
made to appear within the limi- 
tation through the “arbitrary 
transfer” of $250,000 of the total 
to certain items that were 
exempt from the limitation. 

Penalties Provided. 

A federal statute provides for 
the suspension or dismissal of 
any Government officer or em- 
ploye who authorizes an obliga-

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Paul Hoffman Proposes a New Program Foreign Policy Drifts- 


Decisions Are Postponed 


To Help Underdeveloped Areas of Worl 


Plan Emphasizes Business Viewpoint.— Sees 
‘Market for.American Exports Much Enlarged 
By 1970 — ‘New Concepts, Fresh Approach and 
More Adequate Technical Assistance’ Urged.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. 


PAUL G. HOFFMAN, an authority on foreign economic aid, made 
public this week a document outlining a long-range plan for increasing 
production in the less developed countries. The document included a 
readable explanation, which the Eisenhower Administration has failed 
to give members of Congress and the public, of the need for increased 


foreign investment loans. 


The Hoffman plan is contained in a 61- 
page handsomely printed brochure titled, 
“One Hundred Countries,. One and a 
Quarter Billion People—How To Speed 
Their Economic Growth and Ours in the 
1960’s."" Hoffman is the director of the 
United Nations Special Fund, which is 
helping to finance pre-investment surveys 
of resources in. the less developed coun- 
tries but his views are his own, drawn 
from his experience in private business, 
from his successful administratorship of the 
Marshall Plan and from his political ac- 
tivities. The cost of the booklet is being 
paid by the Albert D. and Mary Lasker 
Foundation of Washington. 

Its publication could not be more timely. 
President Eisenhower 6n Monday asked 
Congress to appropriate $4,175,000,000 for 
Mutual Security for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. Of this $2,000,000,000 would be 
available for military assistance and $2,- 
175,000,000 for economic aid, including 
$700,000,000 for the Development Loan Fund. 

Already congressional critics, Republi- 
can as well as Democratic, are talking 
about cutting this by a billion dollars to 
about what was appropr.ated last year. 
Some want to vote only half the amount 
asked. Every Eisenhower ‘recommendation 
for foreign aid has been reduced by Con- 
gress. 


THE MAIN REASON for congressional 
refusal to approve the President’s requests 
are: (1) Isolationist sentiment, (2) Budget 
@conomy, (3) the International Co-op- 
eration Administration’s reputation for 
waste and ineptitude and (4) the White 
House failure to insist that members of 
Congress be given sufficient information 
to defend their votes for the Mutual Se- 
curity Program. 

President Eisenhower took note of these 
reasons, particularly the last named, when 
he told his press conference Wednesday: 


none. 

“But if the United States as a whole 
ean be waked up to our best interests, 
this program will be supported gener- 
ously.” 

The Hoffman plan, an up-to-date revision 
of the successful Marshall Plan for West- 
ern Europe, gives members of Congress 
@ persuasive reason not only for ap- 
proving the President’s economic aid rec- 
ommendations this year but also for in- 
creasing the capital funds the United States 
is expected to contribute to the Interna- 
tional Development Association, a pros- 
pective affiliate of the World Bank, and for 
increased private investments by compa- 
nies here and abroad. 

Hoffman calls for American and world 
recognition of 100 underdeveloped coun- 
tries as “a great new economic frontier” 
which can add billions of dollars annually 
to the export trade of the industrial na- 
tions. For the United States he foresees 
a potential market of $14,000,000 more in 
exports in 1970, a 100 per cent increase 
over 1958.

Some of Hoffman’s arguments for his 
plan implied criticism of the present 
American philosophy and administration 
of economic aid.

“If it is 
considered charity,” he writes, ‘“‘many na- 
tions will contribute nothing because the 
view is widely held, and I share it, that 
governments should not use tax money for 
philanthropic purposes. If economic as- 
sistance is considered charity,.the effect 
on the recipient nations is devastating: it 
saps the self-reliance of both the leaders 
and their people in the low-income coun- 
tries. The correct attitude psychologically 
and practically for all countries, whether 
their incomes are high, middle or low, is 
that they must in their own self-interest 
aceept proportionate responsibility for the 
achievement of a rapidly expanding world 
economy.” By far the larger part of the 
capital must come from the poor countries 
themselves. | 

2. Economic assistance should be di- 
vorced from international politics. ‘We 
must not pull the effort down to defeat 
with political strings, nor try to buy good 
will with it, nor try to make monetary 
gains in a cold war,” he says. 

3. It is urgent to expand the programs 
of technical assistance, particularly the 
U.N. Special Fund programs for surveying 
projects and training people. The reason 
for underdevelopment is under-utilization 
of physical and human resources. 

4. Greater use should be made of the 
U.N.’s operating agencies. Recipient coun- 
tries are suspicious or fearful of the polit- 
ical and economic aims of the industrial- 
ized countries, including the United States. 
The U.N. can be “‘tough” with the under- 
developed countries without being accused 
of seeking political or commercial advan- 
tages. With its 13 specialized agencies, the 
U.N. has the richest experience that can 
be found and it can draw on the whole 
world for its technicians. 

Hoffman answers the congressional 
critics, such as Democratic Senators 
J. William Fulbright of Arkansas and Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, who complain about 
lack of American long-range planning. 
Pointing out that the low-income nations 
cannot plan ahead because they do not 
know whether the aid will be continued, 
Hoffman has this advice:

“At bottom,” Hoffman writes, “large 
local currency balances are a doubtful 
device, concealing the fact that the surplus 
shipments are grants rather than sales and 
encouraging low-income countries to resort 
to dubious financial practices. What we 
learn from the experience of the 1950s is 
that there should be more grants of surplus 
food and fiber and fewer sales for local 
currencies,” 


THE PART of the brochure most diffi- 
cult to understand—and to summarize—is 
Hoffman’s projection of the international 
trade between the industrialized and low- 
income countries from the statistics of the 
later 1950s. 

In brief; he estimates that the 100 coun- 
tries, which include such heavily populated 
nations as India, Pakistan, Indonesia, 
Korea, Burma, Brazil, the United Arab 
Republic and the Philippines, could in- 
crease their exports of raw materials over 
the 10-year period to earn about $378,- 
000,000,000 in the world markets.

He hopes that $10,000,000,000, or $1,000,- 
000,000 a year, of this need can be fur- 
nished by the International Development 
Association. He notes, however, that IDA’s 
present program limits its loans to $1,000,- 
000,000 over five years. 

This he calls a “major defect,” arguing 
that $1,000,000,000 a year is required. In 
a special message to Congress Thursday, 
asking for American participation in IDA, 
President Eisenhower emphasized the pro- 
posed multi-national organization would 
provide ‘‘an extra margin of capital” to 
speed economic growth. The Amer- 
ican subscription to the $1,000,000,000 capi- 
tal would be $320,290,000, to be paid over 
five years.

| Attempt to Safeguard Negro Voting Rights Approaches Showdown

WITH PASSAGE of some sort of new 
legislation safeguarding Negro voting 
rights virtually assured, an atmosphere of 
lethargy, if not despondency, has settled 
over the beleaguered band of Deep South 
diehards on the civil rights battlefield. 
Deep South Senators demonstrated this 
week that they are looking longingly at the 
past and mourning the future. - 


A wide range of civil rights proposals 
will be used within the next few weeks 
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gan a drive for enactment of legislation at 
this session to assure suffrage to all quali- 
fied voters everywhere, regardless of color. 

In the past, Deep South Senators have 
been able to look with confidence to John- 
son to save them from what they regard 
as the ravages of stringent legislation 
against voting practices in some Southern 
states.

Vincent Price’s ‘Favorite’ 


Permit me to correct certain mis- 
information in Vincent Price’s de- 
lightful book condensed in your 
Everyday Magazine. 

That enormous painting (156 by 
198 inches), his ‘favorite picture” 
in his youth, before which young 
visitors to the Art Museum stood 
‘spellbound—of a lady drinking a 
glass of blood, to which: Vincent de- 
votes several lines of facile prose, 
is decidedly not the work of ‘“‘an 
unknown French artist.” I note 
from an etching of the work which 
I possess (by Xavier Le Sueur) that 
the painting is signed in lower left- 
hand corner: Julian Story, 1887, 

Story, an Associate of the Na- 
tional Academy, was born at 
Walton-on-Thames, England, in 
1857, of American parents, his fa- 
ther being the sculptor, . William 
Wetmore Story. Julian was the 
pupil of Frank Duveneck in Flor- 
ence and of Boulanger and Lefebrve 
in Paris. He was the recipient of 
distinguished awards including the 
silver medal of the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition in 1915 — 
the year after our City Art Museurh 
acquired his enormous canvas. 
Good thing Vincent wasn’t asked 
about. Story on the $64,000. Question!

Furthermore, Vincent's history is 
all contused. He ascribes this 
bloody incident to the St. Bartholo- 
mew’s day massacre of French: 
Protestants (which began in Paris, 
Aug. 24, 1572). The title of the 
painting is *“‘An Incident of the 
French Revolution” — that affair 
was more than two centuries later. 
The subject of the painting is based 
‘on a true incident that took place 
during that week of infamous mem- 
ory, Sept. 2 to 7, 1792. The lady 
really did drink a glass of blood to 
save her father’s life and gain him 
a teriporary reprieve. The story 
‘has been declared to be a legend, 
but Granier de Cassagnac confirms 
it by documentary evidence. 

The lady, actually Mademoiselle 
de Sombreuil, daughter of the firm 
and fearless Governor of the Hotel 
‘of the Invalids, had been arrested 
with her aristocrat father (decidedly 
not a Huguenot, Mr. Price!) whom 
Marat’s and Danton’s butchers con- 
demned on Sept. 3, 1792. She was 
given her liberty but refused to for- 
sake her brave father. She flung 
her arms about him, begging the 

assassins to spare her father or 
strike her with the same blow. 


The ardor of her entreaties 
softened the murderers and they 
promised her the life of Sombreuil 
at the horrible price of moistening 
her lips from a glass filled with 
the blood of the aristocrats already 
murdered and lying about the door 
of the prison. The girl grasped the 
glass firmly and drank to the health 
of her father, this action savi 
them. both. A detailed account 
the incident may be found in De 
Lamartine’s “Historie des Giron- 
dins,”” Paris, 1847 (Vol. 3, Book 12, 
page 254), 

Many readers who remember the 
picture will differ with Mr, Price's 
opinion that the painting is ‘‘theatri- 
cal and not too well done.” In all 
fairness it is to be pointed out that 
the artist has not unduly empha- 
sized the terrible features of the 
subjéct—the whole truth would be 
unbelievable anyhow, as a “‘theatri- 
cal’ painter might have done. 

It is evident that Story’s art is 
shown. in the excellent drawing, in 
characterful arrangement and in 
faithful portrayal of still life. Re- 
reading Lamartine I am convinced 
that Story put across a true story 
magnificently. The fact that Vin-

The effort requires more’ than personal 
charm, for the President will have to answer 
some hard questions in Brazil, Argentina, 
Chile and Uruguay. There is also a calculated 
risk, since smiles can be wiped away by hos- 
tile demonstrations, as Vice President Nixon 
learned. 

Mr. Eisenhower can be sure the neighbor 
governments will make every effort to protect 
him. The Administration itself has gone to 
unusual lengths to prepare for the trip. This 
was demonstrated by the State Department’s 
expression of concern which led to the re- 
prieve of Caryl Chessman. 

The Chessman case has aroused many Latin 
Americans, largely through a misunderstand- 
ing. Chessman is a pervert and convicted kid- 
naper who was sentenced to death nearly 
12 years ago. Through propaganda efforts, in 
which Communists have participated, it has 
been made to appear that the United States 
has been torturing Chessman by keeping him 
in suspense about his execution. The opposite 
is true. It is a tribute to United States justice 
that the law has listened to repeated appeals 
by Chessman, who has been engaged in a con- 
stant effort to save his own life.

The State Department, of course, does not 
want Mr. Eisenhower's good-will tour to be 
spoiled by “incidents.” .

In taking nearly 
half of Latin America’s exports, this country 
also has provided more than half of the area’s 
imports. 

Beyond all this, Mr. Eisenhower certainly 
must be able to make clear that he under- 
stands and sympathizes with the revolutionary 
demands for self-determination and a better 
life, for independence and progress, for free- 
dom and bread, which began 50 years ago in 
Mexico and have swept southward across a 
continent. He can show that we intend to 
exercise patience and statesmanship in deal- 
ing with the inevitable excesses of revolution, 
even under such extreme provocation as in 
Cuba. need 

Each republic will find its own way. None 
can be expected to copy the United States. It 
was the realistic First President who said: 

‘Make the best of mankind as they are, since 
we cannot have them as we wish.” 


How to Ration Credit? 

The Democrats’ debate with Secretary An- 
derson over government interest rates con- 
tinues to-get nowhere. We wonder if either 
side has fully come to grips with the basic 
problem. 

Opposing the Administration’s proposal to 
lift the 4% per cent interest ceiling on long- 
term government bonds, the Democrats say 
the time to issue long-term bonds is when 
interest rates are low; to do so now, they say, 
would lock high interest charges into the debt 
structure for many years to come. 

This sounds plausible until one remembers 
that when interest rates are low the country 
is in a depression. And when the country is 
in a depression, the Government’s function is 
not to put restraints on credit, as long-term 
financing tends to do, but to relax credit re- 
strictions and otherwise encourage increased 
business activity. ; 

Basically, the trouble is that the Democrats 
want to keep their cake and eat it too. They 
want low interest rates without the depression 
that usually goes with them. They are against 
high interest rates but have been unable to 
show convincingly how inflation can be held 
in check without high interest rates. 

The Administration’s stand, on the other 
hand, also leaves something to be desired. 
For if it is the Government’s duty to prevent 
long depressions and minimize short reces- 
sions, and if this duty is effectively performed, 
we may expect the pressures to be more often. 
on the inflationary than on the deflationary 
side in the future.. Does this mean that inter- 


est rates are to be chronically high hence- 


forth? If so, are the social consequences 
going to be the kind the nation really wants? 

High interest rates are a means of rationing 
credit, just as high prices for anything are a 
means of rationing the supply of that com- 
modity. But it is not necessarily true that this 
method of ‘rationing credit produces the best 
results for the nation as a whole. This method

Ati Absurd Theory 

One simple test is sufficient to reveal the 
absurdity of Dr. Robert Rainey’s theory on 
how to dilute the power of his patronage- 
‘minded colleagues on the School Board.» Dr. 
Rainey holds that by demanding a cut in the 
spoils he thereby reduces the share of the 
patronage pie available to the other members. 

Testing this confused theory by applying it 
massively, the more patronage the doctor is 
able to get for himself the less there is avail- 
able for the other Board members—and there- 
fore, in Dr. Rainey’s view, the better off the 
school system is. The ideal would be achieved 
when Dr. Rainey had become not only the 
biggest but the sole spoilsman on the Board. 

The proper and effective way to reduce 
politics in the school system, as Dr. Rainey 
himself has suggested, is to hire and fire on a 
standard of merit. When there are no school 
jobs to dole out, the ward committeemen will 
quickly lose interest in the schools and in 
those who sit on the School Board. If the 
law now prohibits the establishment of a merit 
system for non-teaching employes, as some 
lawyers allege, then the law is a threat to the 
public interest and should be changed. 


At Worst, the Arch 


In the current uncertainty about an ade- 
quate federal appropriation for the riverfront, 
Conrad L. Wirth, director of the National 
Park Service, suggests that at least the land- 
seaping and the arch in the national park 
might be ready for 1964. The museums and 
other features, he adds, might be completed 
later. 

That is the worst and the least St. Louis 
should expect of its 26-year-old agreement 
with the Government. Mr. Wirth, being a 
federal bureaucrat, may not be in the best 
position to argue with the Bureau of the 
Budget. So he is ready to suggest what to 
him seems a reasonably satisfactory way out 
of the argument. In all fairness, it should be 
said that the arch alone would be a substan- 
tial contribution to the St. Louis bicentenary. 


It would be more gratifying, however, if 
Washington fulfilled its part of the bargain. 
There is still hope that the Administration 
and Congress will see the matter that way. 
And it is to be hoped that all in the St. Louis 
area who have entree in Washington will 
exert themselves in support of the argument 
made by Mayor Tucker and the area’s con- 
gressional delegation. A whole loaf is better 
than half a loaf, especially since St. Louis is 
paying its share for a whole loaf.

A Matter of Timing 


Witnesses Face Legal Complexities in ‘Taking the Fifth’—Or in Not Taking It

Suppose a congressional committee 
sets out to investigate the income tax 
laws. You are called as a witness and 
it dawns on you that last year your 
father asked you to build a cabinet 
for him. He paid you $200 for it. 

You, like a good many citizens, 
didn’t put it on your tax return and, 
for failing to report it, you could go 
to jail. 

The committee counsel looks at you 
as you sit in the witness chair and 

says, “‘Mr. Brown, 
do you know Fred

That’s the type of dilemma William 
Presser apparently found himself in 
before the Senate Rackets Committee 
last year or that Dave Beck was in two 
years ago. 


Presser, an Ohio Teamsters leader, 
answered the first question when the 
committee wanted to know if he had 
brought all the records which had been 
subpenaed. Presser said he had ‘“‘made 
available all the records I could get 
together.” 

Then the committee wanted to know 
if he had burned any of the records 
so he couldn’t get them together. 
Presser refused. to answer on the 
ground that the answer might incrimi- 
nate him. He is entitled not to give 
incriminating evidence under the Fifth 
Amendment’s protection. 

Presser has learned that he may go 
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“He Spoke His First Words 
Today. He ‘Took the Fifth.” 


to jail because he used his privilege at 
the wrong time. Judge James W. Mor- 
ris ruled that Presser waived his right 
to avoid self-incrimination when he 
gave that first answer. The committee, 
the Judge said, was then entitled to 
get answers to other questions which 
might shake the truthfulness of the 
first answer. Not to answer, as Presser 
andy contempt of Congress, the Judge 
ruled. 


It is clear. that Presser would not 
have been in trouble if he had refused 
to answer the first question just as 
Beck was not in trouble when he 
refused to say that he knew Dave 
Beck Jr. 

Apparently, Beck and his attorney 
thought that if he admitted knowing 
his son, he would open himself up to 
a discussion of his relations with Dave 
Jr., something that might well have 
been incriminating. 

The result was that Beck said he 
might be incriminating himself if he 


admitted that he knew his own son. 
This, of course, looks-rather silly both 
in the committee room and in the 
headlines. .It also is risky in that-the 
courts have held that a witness is not 
entitled to invoke the Fifth Amend- 
ment unless the answer will be incrim- 
inating. 

It is obvious that the dilemma 
pointed out by Justice Hugo Black nine 
years ago in a dissenting opinion still 
exists: ‘‘On the one hand, (the wit- 
nesses) risk imprisonment for con- 
tempt by asserting the privilege pre- 
maturely; on the other they might lose 
the privilege if they answer a single 
question.” 

The reasoning behind the rules was de- 
veloped over long years in the crim- 
inal courts. The general rule there is 
that if an incriminating fact is re- 
vealed the witness must go on and 
reveal all of its details. He cannot 
invoke the privilege against self-in- 
crimination even if he talks himself 
into the electric chair. 

For example, if a defendant takes 
the witness stand and says he did not 
commit the murder, the prosecutor is 
entitled to cross examine him on every 
aspect of the case. The theory is that 
the witness cannot claim the Fifth 
Amendment to conceal facts which 
might shake his first answer. | 

As far back as 1869, the Michigan 
courts held that if two facts are re- 
lated to a single relevant topic, a 
waiver “‘as to a part is a waiver as 
to the remaining parts.”” The privilege 
“exists for the sake of the criminating 
fact as a.whole,” it explained. 

This rule has been lifted from crim- 
inal law generally into civil law and 
now to the congressional arena, : 

It makes the problem of when to 
invoke the Fifth a tough one, depend- 
ent on timing, as Justice Black wrote, 
“so refined that lawyers, let alone lay- 
men, will have difficulty in knowing 
when to claim it.” =

THIS BOOK by a member of Jean-Paul 
Sartre’s existentialist circle in Paris is 
a philosophical study growing out of an 
autobiographical exercise.

‘Good morning, Charley deurr” is a char- 
acteristic greeting. 

With all this in mind it may seem 
that Cary is being uncommonly perverse 
in making Charley such an appealing 
character. Yet he does. The reader, 
like the people of Burlswood and even 
the police who run him down, is dis- 
armed by his peculiar combination of 
sophistication and innocence. Liz Galor, 
the solemn little deaf girl who asks for 
nothing but to be with Charley, is quite 
as appealing; and the scene by the road- 
side when the two are huddled together 
against the rain in an enforced halt while 
making their way toward Southampton, 
is a tableau of touching pathos. 

Any reader who wonders why an author 

should throw such a mantle of compas- 
sion around an obvious thief and vandal, 
will find a partial explanation in a prefa- 
tory note. In Cary’s belief every normal 
child is by nature a delinquent. He 
recalls that in his childhood he tore out 
several door bells clean from their sock- 
ets. Children who cannot make the dis- 
tinction between what is wicked and what 
is merely mischief have not been taught 
that the world is both a place to explore 
and a “moral structure.” 
IT WAS HARD enough to communi- 
cate to a child the idea of a “moral 
structure” in the days when the world 
was not threatened with the ultimate act 
of immorality. The difficulty is now 
magnified, which may explain the rise 
in juvenile delinquency. 

Mr. Cary doesn’t go into this. Perhaps 
what he does say, that the forbidden 
and the permitted must be carefully 
taught, is not much different from con- 
ventional teaching. 

Aside from its moral and social impli- 
cations “Charley” is a rare book, alive 
with humor and the flavor of life ob- 
served closely and recorded with an easy 
grace. Joyce Cary is certainly one of 
the outstanding figures of our time in 
the field of imaginative writing. 


describes under the headings of “We,”

self. En route to his goal, he examines 
Marxism and psychoanalysis, and explains 
his personal relationships, not only with 
Morel-Sartre but with the two principal 
women in his life, designated as Kay 
and L.

CLEM WHITAKER and his red-haired, glowing wife, 
Leone Baxter, ought to know. They have been at it ever since 
1934 when they did a rousingly successful blitz job against Upton 
Sinclair who ran for Governor of California that year on the 
Democratic ticket. ‘Upton was beaten,” says Clem Whitaker, 
“because he had written books.” 

The PR pair got out the candidate’s many books, read them 
enough to extract a mass of damaging quotations. 
Then they hired a cartoonist to illustrate these quotations, all 
designed to portray “the blot of Sinclairism.” 

One quotation and cartoon dealt indiscreetly with the c‘urch, 

another with the home, another with marriage, ani so on. 
Whitaker and Baxter made mats of the cartoons and quotations 
and sent them to newspapers over California. More than 3000 
appeared in print. Pamphlets covered the same ground and 
circulated widely. 
THE AUTHOR QUOTES the wife of the team, 
Leone Baxter as saying: ‘Sure those quotations were irrelevant. 
But we had one objective; to keep Upton Sinclair from becoming 
Governor. Because he was a good man we are sorry we had to 
do it that way.” 

Whitaker & Baxter ran three successful campaigns for Good- 
win Knight and one for Earl Warren, but they also were against 
Warren upon one occasion. When Warren as Governor sought to 
enact a compulsory health insurance proposal, the publicity 
relations pair or its representatives visited 500 California news- 
papers. Results: Warren’s proposal lost 30 of its 50 supporters 
and the number of papers opposed jumped from 100 to 432! 

Old pros by 1948, the California team moved onto the national 
scene that year with a tremendous job for the American Medi- 
cal Association against the Truman Administration’s medical 
insurance plan. For that they moved to Chicago for three years 
plus, and expended, so Author Ross reports, close to $5,000,000. 
“THE IMAGE MERCHANTS” ranges over the public 
relations field generally and takes up other celebrated individuals 
and firms, Ben Sonnenberg, Bernays, Newsom Hill and Knowl- 
ton, Carl Byoir and others. But the highest tribute is retained 
for the pioneers from the Sunshine state. With particular rele- 
vance for the 1960 campaign, the Harvard graduate author 
writes: 

“The techniques which the California firm pioneered have 
spread throughout the country. The 1952 presidential campaign 
—and more particularly the 1956 one—saw a sophisticated effort 
to merchandize politics with all the gimmickry of advertising 
and public relations normally applied to the merchandizing of 
soap. 

“We can expect that no future presidential campaign will be 
able to dispense with the five-minute TV speech, the 30-second 
spot, the canned interview and the carefully scripted political 
rally complete to Hollywood director and three name bands. 
Whitaker & Baxter can reasonably boast that they have led 
the way.’

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QUEEN MARY 


A Very Real Queen 


Biography Is Official but Good 


QUEEN MARY, 1867-1953, by 
(Alfred A. Knopf, 654 pgs., $10.)

THERE WAS A TIME, and not so long ago, when a 
book described as the official biography and a full length 
portrait of a Royal Personage would have seemed about as 
unappetizing a dish to set before American readers as one 
could think of. One would have opened it with the almost 
certain knowledge that it would be characterized by extreme 
dullness, a fulsome tone, undue reverence, and a reticence so 
great as to amount to suppression of the truth and a falsification 
of the portrait. But happily times have changed. 

Starting with Sir Harold Nicolson’s “King George V” (1953), 
and continuing with Sir John Wheeler-Bennett’s “King George 
VI” (reviewed on this page Feb. 1, 1959), official biographies 
of British monarchs have become notable both for the freedom 
given to the authors to draw the portrait as they saw it and 
for their high literary quality. Mr. James Pope-Hennessy’s 
life of Queen Mary exhibits both these characteristics in a 
most pleasing manner. One can say, in fact, that his biography 
measures up to the highest standards of that exacting form of 
literature. It is well written, enlivened with many delightful 
touches of humor; it is scholarly; and it paints a thoroughly 
convincing portrait of the queen, as a very human as well 
as a very regal person. 

MR. POPE-HENNESSY was commissioned to do 
this work by Queen Elizabeth and he was given every facility 
for it. He had free access to the Royal Archives. The material 
was plentiful as, besides the many letters she had written, 
Queen Mary kept a daily diary for most of her life. The 
author also had access to the Duke of Windsor’s private papers. 

The chief criticism one would make, from the standpoint of 
the ordinary American reader, would be its extreme length. 
The amount of space given to the Queen’s life prior to her 
marriage is disproportionate to the whole, being nearly a half, 
besides being, for this reader at least, far less interesting 
than the rest. Throughout these first 250 pages you are reading 
chiefly about Princess Mary’s parents as well as about her 
uncles and her cousins and her aunts, whose number was legion 
since this was royalty in the halcyon days of Queen Victoria 
when the interrelated family was spread over the entire continent 
of Europe. 

MY INTEREST WAS on an ascending scale throughout 
the book. In a novel this could be a fatal weakness, but in 
a biography the apparent fault of design may be a most 
accurate record of the subject’s actual life. And certainly 
this was the case with Queen Mary, For the story is one 
of the growth of a personality, from unpromising beginnings 
as a shy and reserved child, completely overshadowed by her 
more important and showy relatives, into a remarkable woman, 
every inch worthy of the position to which marriage elevated 
her. Indeed, she became the living symbol of queenliness itself. 

For it was not her position that makes her interesting now 

but what she made of herself. If she was loved by the British 
people it was not just because she was their queen, but because 
of the kind of queen she was. The British public is a shrewd 
judge of the characters of its royal family, and it doesn’t bestow 
affection merely out of reverence for the institution. It has to 
be earned by conduct over and above, shall we say, the call of 
routine royal duty, And it was by such conduct that Queen Mary 
endeared herself. It may fairly be said that she did much to 
preserve monarchy in England when it was disappearing most 
everywhere else. 
FOR MONARCHY, WHILE it has been stripped of 
all other powers, still has left to it the power to do good, and 
it was this power that Queen Mary grasped and used. After 
Mary Macarthur, firebrand English social worker and labor 
leader, met her at the beginning of World War I, she came 
out exclaiming excitedly, “Here is someone who CAN help 
and who MEANS to help.” 

One particularly interesting fact emerges: The reason for 
Queen Maty’s famous conservatism of dress was not her own 
wish but King George’s detestation of change. He never 
wanted to see any alteration in her appearance, and in her 
devotion to him she complied with his wish. After his death 
she felt it was too late to change. 

In such a beautifully produced book it is regrettable to find 
any errors at all, but three times in as many pages we find 
“abdication” spelled ‘‘abdiction.” In another place “‘haver” 
does duty for ‘‘never.” And it is shocking to find this excellent 
writer guilty of such a sentence as: “She would not say when 
this move was liable to take place.”

Picasso, in St. Louis Collections 
Artists’ Guild Organizes Exhibition Spanning 56 Years

THE PICASSO EXHIBITION, 
opening today at the Artist’s Guild gal- 
leries is the second art show of extraordi- 
nary statufe to open in St. Louis on suc- 


_ cessive weekends. 


Last Sunday, it was the collection of 
Mr. and Mrs. Morton D. May that went 
on view, in the Pius XII Memorial Li- 
brary, St. Louis University. 

Today’s Picasso opening, at 1 o'clock, 


_ contains some 60 items, spanning 56 years.

This show enjoys a distinction of

In its early stages, Fred Dreher, chair- 


_ man of the show, wrote to Daniel-Henry 
- Kahnweiler, of Paris, Picasso’s dealer 


during most of his career, to inform him 
of plans for the exhibition. Kahnweiler 
who visited St. Louis in April, 1958, and 
saw again many of the Picasso works 
that he had sold in past years, wrote back: 

“I do believe that there is no city in 

the world, excepted Paris and New York, 
where there are so many works by Pablo 
Picasso.” 
IT IS THE QUALITY, as much as 
the quantity, of the Guild show that is im- 
pressive. Its time span is evenly distrib- 
uted from 1901 through 1957, with 26 of 
these 56 years represented with at least 
one work each. The exhibition includes 
eight oil paintings, bronze and ceramic 
sculptures, other ceramic work, drawings, 
collages, lithographs, etchings, aquatints, 
stencils and a wool rug. 

This range covers most of the media 
in which the many-talented Catalan artist 
has worked, and it surveys the numerous 
courses he has taken in the evolution of 
a style of such vitality that it seems al- 
most to re-introduce whatever medium 
he works in.

The earliest work in the show is the 
museum’s “The Mother,” a 190] oil that 
belongs to a series of mother-and-child 
themes of what is called his “blue period,” 
when that color prevailed in his palette. 
The museum loans also include ‘‘The Fru- 
gal Meal,” a 1904 etching. This is de- 
scribed by Roland Penrose in his new 
book, “Picasso: His Life and Work,” as 
“one of the rarest and most treasured 
of all Picasso’s etchings.” 

The most recent work is the 1957 litho- 
graph, “Portrait of Daniel-Henry Kahn- 
weiler,”” owned by Miss Polly Weil. “The 
Bottle of Suze,” of 1913, one of Picasso’s 
early collages, in which he began to re- 
sume the use of color after a long series 
of brown-toned cubist paintings, will be 
recognized by many visitors. It belongs 
to the Washington University art collec- 
tion, but has been on loan for some years 
to the City Art Museum. This work is 
reproduced in color in today’s PICTURES 
magazine of the Post-Dispatch. 

The rug on display was done in 1923, 
and it is owned by Mr. and Mrs. William 
N. Ejisendrath Jr, 


PICASSO IS NOW 78 years old 
and he has been working at a prodigious 
rate since his late teens. It is most un- 
likely that either he or anyone else has 
any idea of the full extent of his output. 

In this period of his life, Picasso is a 
wealthy man, not only in money but in 
a backlog of genuine, authentic, original 
Picassos that he has in storage and which 
crowd the rooms of La Californie, the 
large, ornate villa where he lives at Can- 
nes, in southern France. 

It is appropriate to reflect that he 
achieved heroic stature through two cir- 
cumstances: The conviction that he had a 
unique talent, and the will to give this 
the fullest play, not counting the cost. 

Picasso started to draw in his early 
childhood. When, at 14, he was entered 
in the School of Fine Arts at Barcelona, 
where his father was an art teacher, he 
passed in one day the entrance examina- 


tions for advanced standing that ordinar- 
ily required a month. 

His first exhibition was in 1901, at 
the Ambroise Vollard gallery, where he 
shared space with an older Basque paint- 
er named Iturrino. A perceptive apprecia- 
tion was written by the critic Felicien 
Fagus in La Gazette d’Art, but the prin- 
cipal gain to Picasso was that the show 
put him in touch with new friends. 
ONE OF THESE was Max Jacob, a 
poet, painter and critic, with whom, after 
another period in Barcelona, Picasso 
shared a tiny attic room and a top hat. 


After another year in Barcelona, Picasso 
settled in Paris, this time in a dilapidated 
building on the Montmartre slope. The 
street level door gave entrance to the 
top floor, where Picasso had his studio, 
and other artists and writers had quar- 
ters below. ‘The Frugal Meal’ etching 
was done here, but on a zinc plate, which 
cost less than copper. 


It was while Picasso was working on 
this plate that he first encountered Fer- 
nande Olivier, his companion for the 
next six years. She has since told of 
their shared poverty, of once when their 
dog saved the day by dragging home a 
string of sausages, of their gratitude 
when their coal merchant invited them 
over for cabbage soup, of Picasso, unable 
to afford oil for the lamp, painting by 
the light of a candle held in his left hand. 

This poverty was relieved when Ger- 

trude and Leo Stein bought several 
paintings. 
IN THE SPRING of 1907, Picasso 
began work on a large painting that, after 
some experiment in preliminary drawing, 
became a composition of five female nudes 
in a static arrangement before a curtain. 
One was presented in an Egyptian sort 
of profile; the next two, seen ‘full-face, 
appeared to have affinities with early 
Catalonian frescoes; the two on the right 
had features distorted into a shocking 
asymmetry. 

This was the celebrated ‘“‘Les Demoi- 
selles d’Avignon,”’ now owned by the 
Museum of Modern Art, in New York. 
Picasso has stated, says Penrose, that 
he was not conscious of any particular 
interest in Negro art when he started 
the picture, but some African sculptures 
that he bought while it was in progress 
influenced a revolutionary inconsistency 
with the first three figures. 


“‘Demoiselles’” was left unfinished. 
Friends who saw it in the studio were 
dismayed, among them Matisse, Braque, 
Leo Stein and the avant garde critics 
Felix Feneon and Guillaume Apollinaire. 
Daniel-Henry Kahnweiler, then a newly 
arrived young art dealer, liked it, how- 
ever, and his lifelong friendship with 
Picasso began with this work. 


The painting lay rolled up on the studio 
floor for years, was bought by a collector 
in. 1920, and acquired by the Museum 
of Modern Art about 20 years ago. It 
was the predecessor of much that has 
happened since in painting, and of the 
long succession of -works in all parts of 
the world that now bear the coveted 
signature. 

The Guild show is a benefit for its 
activities fund, and it is charging $1 
admission for this show. 


Beethoven’s “Immortal Beloved” 


Author Claims Hungarian Countess Was Composer's Alter-Ego

THE ALREADY SWOLLEN Bee- 
thovén bibliography has recently been 
augmented by the publication of a fat, 
pugnacious volume by the late Dana Stei- 
chen entitled ‘‘Beethoven’s Beloved” (Dou- 
bleday and Co. $6.95), Mrs. Steichen, who 
passed away in 1957, lived to complete 
only the preliminary draft of her manu- 
script; the remaining editorial work re- 
quired to bring the text into its present 
form was completed with the aid and 
approval of the author’s husband.

Others 
have proposed arguments supporting Ama- 
lie Siebold, Bettina Brentano, Rachel Levin 
and Therese Malfatti; while Richard and 
Editha Sterba hint darkly that the Im- 
mortal Beloved letter may never have 
been dispatched at all.

AND DESPITE her exhaustiveness, 
some unanswered still remain. 
Why, for example, have so few of the 


~ Countess’ messages to Beethoven survived? 


The Immortal Beloved letter was in his~ 
at the time of his death. If he 
ad preserved it as a reminder of the 
«countess, why did he not similarly pre- 
eerve her letters to him? Mrs. Steichen 
advanced the notion that either Schindler 
or von Breuning may have destroyed them 
at a later date, but it is a limp tion, 


Immortal Beloved so glaringly unique 
amongst Beethoven’s many messages to 
her? Its language (‘‘My angel, my all, 
my self,” “forever thine, forever mine, 
forever us”) implies a relationship which 
has progressed far beyond the formal 
stage; it is, as the Sterbas indicate, the 
only letter to a woman in which Beetho- 
ven employs the intimate ‘‘du” form of 
German address. : 


Let the reader compare the tone of the 
letter to the Immortal Beloved—‘‘Though 
still in bed my thoughts go out to you my 
immortal beloved, here and there joyfully 
then again sadly, waiting to learn whether 
or not Fate will hear us—I can live only 
wholly with you or not at all, yes I am 
resolved to wander far away until I can 
fly to your arms and say that I am really 
at home, send my soul enwrapped in you 
into the land of the spirits ...’’ with a veri- 
fied letter to Countess Erdody: ‘‘The trio 

. , Stands, dear Countess, from the heart, 
at your service—as soon as it is written, 
you shall receive it’ (29 February, 1815), 
which seems a monument of order, pro- 
priety and lucidity. 


IT IS TRUE that Beethoven and the 
Countess had quarrelled in 1809—two years 
after the immortal Beloved letter, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Steichen’s calculations—but a 
reconciliation had been effected in 1811. 
On the basis of this knowledge, we must 
assume one of three possibilities: (1) after 
the reconciliation, the relationship was re- 
sumed on much the same basis as before; 
or (2) that Beethoven repressed his love, 
allowing it to smolder within him, whilst 
maintaining a more circumspect external 
attitude toward the Countess; or (3) that 


throughout 
last sixteen years of his life, a supposition 
which is theoretically possible, but 
highly unlikely. To accept the final alter- 
native, is to demolish most of Mr. Stei- 
chen’s verbal edifice. 

For Mrs. Steichen was hardly content 
to assign the Countess Erdody to the role 
of a)mere inamorata. No, for Mrs. Stei- 
chen, Marie Erdody was Beethoven’s guid- 
ing genius, inspiring him, tormenting him, 
motivating his creative impulse by her 
presence or her absence. He composed 
for her, and for her alone, expressing his 
tove-for her, his yearning after her, h 
canine devotion to her; and the fact 


a given piece of music might be dedicated 
to someone other than the Countess was, 
for Mrs. Steichen, no more than an annoy- 
ing irrelevancy. Of the Trio, Opus 97, she 
wrote: “It is one of the“most luscious 
offerings Beethoven ever made to his Im- 
mortal Beloved; every note of it sings of 
his love and his ‘rushing joy.’ 
“Thomas-San-Galli claimed that it was 
intended for the Countess Erdady, and we 
well know that it was, even though Bee- 
thoven dedicated it to the Archduke (Ru- 
dolf)—by whose name it has come to be 
known—when it was published in 1816.” 
THERE YOU HAVEIT. She knows. 
But how? Her further proof has the same 
fantastic and subjective coloring. The an- 
dante of the Fifth Symphony, she says, is 
a “poem of love” and was so intended 
by the composer when he used the expres- 
sion mark ‘dolce’ 56 times during the 
whole symphony and the marking ‘“‘piano’’ 
232 times in the andante alone. Then 
using her conclusion as a premise she 
charges that only a long succession of 


' stupid conductors could have treated the 


Fifth Symphony as ‘‘granitic,” ‘‘warlike”’ 
or “‘cyclopean.” 

The 56 ‘“‘dolce” markings in a symphony 
that lasts more than half an hour is cer- 
tainly not excessive. But if that’s the kind 
of evidence that impresses Mrs. Steichen 
she should have considered the fact that 
the closest antonyms of ‘“‘dolce’’—‘‘sfor- 
zando” and ‘‘fortepiano’”—occur a total 
of 566 times in the course of the symphony. 

Mrs. Steichen is so obsessed with her 

thesis that she berates every writer who 
suggests—and with better proof than she 
uses — that Beethoven was not always 
scrupulous in dealing with his publishers, 
that he was ill-tempered, and that he may 
have had syphillis. 
IN BRIEF Mrs. Steichen’s dogmatic 
and oracular certitude is self-defeating. 
The argument that she makes in 
favor of Marie Erdody as the “Immortal 
Beloved” is at least plausible. It is only 
when she converts the Countess into an 
alter-ego without whom Beethoven's music 
would never have been writtén that her 
thinking degenerates into emotional wish- 
fulfilment. 

This happens far too often; and in con- 
sequence her book is misleading and dan- 
gerous in its possible effects on the general 
public and mercilessly irritating to the 
musician. At the core of her writing lies 
the essence of a legitimate thesis, but it 
is encased in many layers of half-truths, 
intellectual pretensions, unfounded super- 
stitions and fallacious conclusions.

His 
of tone, dynamic‘power and clarity of articulation at all speeds 
gav< everything he played a special quality. At times, though, 
he seemed whimsical and addicted to mannerisms such as the 
repeated use of the air-pause at the beginning of measures. 
His new recording of Beethoven’s Apassionata Sonata coupled 
with the Sonata in D, Opus 10, No. 3 is wholly legitimate as 
readings of the two scores; but within the limits stated by 
the composer he unleashes his temperament. The first movement 
of the “Apassionata” is indeed passionate all the way; and 
it is a passion of the spirit and not just a fury of sound. The 
thunder and lightning that occurs after the statement of the 
opening theme is no louder than in many another performance; 
its tension rather than its volume is what challenges the listener. 
And while the second subject serves as a contrast it too is 
restless rather than bland. 


IN THE PRESTO of the finale Horowitz follows the score 
by playing the first two chords fortissimo and the remainder of 
the sentence piano. Most pianists play forte all the way 
through thus losing the true drama of this headlong section. 
Horowitz shows his delicacy of feeling and wonderful control 
by playing the largo so slowly that one might think it could 
not hold together. Yet it does. The technique required in 
sustaining the continuity involves, among other things, an extraor- 
dinary adeptness with the right pedal but the feat of imagination 
—the feat of realizing what an accretion of sorrow would 
build up at such a tempo—came first. This is certainly 
one of the outstanding piano records of all time. (RCA-Victor, 
Monaural, one record.) 
WLADUSLOW KEDRA, one of the early winners of 
the Chopin International Competition held periodically in Warsaw 
strikes a nice balance between expansive romanticism and well 
formed design in recorded performances of Chopin’s B-Flat 
and B Minor Sonatas. The recorded sound is good. (West- 
minster, Stereophonic, one record.) 


SYLVIA MARLOWE, the American harpsichord specialist, 
gives crisp, volatile performances of Handel's Harpsichord 
Concerto in G Minor, the Suite No. 7 in G Minor and the Air 
with Variations. The first named work is accompanied by 
the Baroque Chamber Orchestra. Following the practice of 
the period Miss Marlowe supplies many embellishments of 
her own and is also quite free and imaginative in her employ- 
ment of registrations. The banjo-like pizzicato of one such 
is more novel than pleasing. Miss Marlowe is a dashing 
performer who brings out the bright, healthy spirit of these 
keyboatd works. (Decca, Monaural, one record.) 


BENJAMIN BRITTEN’S OPERA “Peter Grimes” 
is regarded as one of the best operas of modern times, I 
gather that it is uncommonly effective in a live performance; 
but as its lyricism is manifested in short snatches rather than 
in long arias the listener who hears but sees nothing must 
lose much of its values. The sea-drenched atmosphere and 
the strokes of characterization are easily recognized in hearing 
the record, but for me the orchestral interludes are more 
pleasurable than the dialogue. Britten himself is the conductor 
of an all-English group of artists and organizations including 
the chorus and orchestra of the Covent Garden Opera. The 
chief principals are Peter Pears (Grimes), Claire Watson (Ellen 
Orford), James Pease (Captain Balstrode) and Lauris Elms 
(Mrs. Sedley). The singing is excellent and Britten gets a 
responsive performance from the orchestra of his vividly 
descriptive scenes. (London, Stereophonic, three records in 
album.) 
GREGOR PIATIGORSKY, the dean of contemporary 
cellists, demonstrates the expressive range of his instrument 
as well as a beautiful cantilena in a miscellaneous program 
headed by Debussy’s Sonata No. 1 for Cello and Piano. “He 
is associated with Lukas Foss. The Debussy Sonata holds 
back from a frontal assault on the’ listener and thereby chal- 
lenges him to use his mind as well as his ears. A second 
hearing, immediately after the first, is rewarding in that it 
makes elusive passages seem much more pertinent. 
Stravinsky’s “Suite Italienne” is derived from the Pulcinella 
Suite which in turn came from music by Pergolesi. Piatigorsky’s 
first transcription of the work was overhauled in a collaboration 
between Piatigorsky and Stravinsky. Pergolesi, however, is 
still well represented. 
The recording also contains Busoni’s “Little Suite’ and 
Foss’s “Capriccio.” Foss is an able pianist. (RCA-Victor, 
one record.) |

economic study published today. 

The report, covering 10,000 
real estate transactions in six 
cities of the northern United 
States, tended to refute the com- 
mon belief that property values 
automatically drop when non- 
whites enter an area. This be- 
lief is often cited by real estate 
operators and home owners in 
defense of residential segrega- 
tion. 


One of Series of Studies. 

The study, called “Property 
Values and Race,” is one of a 
series of five financed by a grant 
of $305,000 by the Fund for the 
Republic, which was established 
by the Ford Foundation. The 
commission is a citizens’ group 
set up by the Fund for the Re- 
public and headed by Earl B. 
Schwulst, president and chair- 
man of the board of the Bow- 
ery Savings Bank in New York 
Citx 

The author of the report, Luigi 
Laurenti, a research economist 
who formerly taught at the Uni- 
versity of California, spent five 
years studying a nine-year period 
of transactions in the San Fran- 
cisco bay area and Philadelphia, 
with supporting evidence from 
other studies in Chicago, Kansas 
City, Detroit and Portland, Ore. 

These were his basic findings 
for the 10,000 transactions: 

41 per cent of neighborhoods 
entered by non-whites showed 
no change in prices. 

44 per cent of these neigh- 

_ borhoods showed a compara- 
| tive rise between 5 and 26 per 
cent of price. 

Only 15 per cent of the neigh- 
borhoods showed a compara- 
tive decline, These were be- 
tween 5 and 9 per cent of price, 


Major Statistical Finding. 

Laurenti stated this conclusion: 
“The major statistical finding is 
that during the time period (cov- 
ered by the study) and for the 
cases studied, the entry of non- 
whites into previously all-white 
neighborhoods was much more 
often associated with price im- 
provement or stability than with 
price weakening.” 

He said the belief that an in- 
flux of non-whites generally de- 
pressed property values arose 
because slums are commonly in- 
habited by minority groups. He 
pointed out, however, that other 


_economic factors, such as the 


pressure toward illegal conver- 
sion of buildings, are more im- 
portant than race in determining 
real estate values within slums. 

In his study, Laurenti con- 
trasted the general maintenance 
of values in mixed and in com- 
parable all-white residential 


areas, 

“The evidence obtained indi- 
cated that non-whites were main- 
taining their properties at least 
as well as white homeowners in 
comparable areas,”’ he said. 

Usually Better-Educated. 

He suggested that, because 


| 


said the sale of one house to a 
non-white family may induce 
fear and widespread selling. This 
in itself increases the supply of 
housing and may cause tempo- 
rary price declines, he wrote. 
This situation, moreover, has 
sometimes been exploited by un- 
scrupulous real estate men of 
both races in an operation called 
“block-busting,”” in which one 
house is sold to a non-white and 
then his neighbors are stam- 
peded into selling for less than 


they normally would obtain for / gee. 
their homes, he continued. Ns She 


Laurenti said he found block- 


busting rare in the areas he stu- 
died. He found several case$ of 
mild price declines but these 
were usually followed by rises to 
or above the previous level after 
two or three years. He found no 
cases of catastrophic decline of 
prices 
Finds Shift in Opinion. 

The investigator reported that 
opinion among real estate oper- 
ators has modified in ent 
years, away from the position 
that any entry of a non-white 
into a white neighborhood would 
be catastrophic. He found a 
growing number of integrated 
neighborhoods and said this sug- 
gested a growing sense of re- 
sponsibility by members of the 
profession. 

He noted, however, that the 
real estate board’s code of eth- 
ics does not specifically forbid 
discrimination in housing. He 
said many real estate operators 
practice discrimination to their 
ultimate financial loss. 

“The important question,” he 
wrote, “is whether, as segrega- 
tion barriers weaken, whites 
will be willing to buy into mixed 
neighborhoods sufficiently to 
maintain or raise values. But 
whites seem to be less alarmed 
by non-whites, so long as the 
proportion of them does not 
rise too high.” 

As so-called “exclusive” neigh- 
borhoods became fewer, he con- 
cluded, “race should gradually 
lose its sitnificance as a con- 
eeorothe in the real estate mar- 
et.” 

The study was published in 
book form teday by the Univer- 
sity of California press.

WON'T LIMIT FINCH GASE 
TO FIRST DEGREE MURDER 


| LOS ANGELES, Feb. 20 (AP) 


—The prosecution lost its plea 
yesterday for an all-or-nothing 
conviction in the Finch murder 
case. 

The state asked that Dr. R. 
Bernard Finch and his mistress, 
Carole Tregoff, be judged only 
on first-degree murder charges, 
which carry a possible death 
penalty. The defendants are 
charged with murdering his 
wife. 

Superior Judge Walter R. 
Evans, who is presiding over the 
trial, ruled unofficially in his 
chambers that the jury will also 
be able to consider second-de- 
gree murder. 

The penalty for first-degree 
murder is life imprisonment or 
the gas chamber. The punish- 
ment for second-degree murder 
is five years to life. 

Judge Evans said he is still 
considering another possible al- 
ternate charge, manslaughter, 
which carries a sentence of one 
to 10 years.

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REYNAUD WITHDRAWS BID 
TO JOIN FRENCH ACADEMY 


PARIS, Feb. 20 (AP)—War- 
time passions have not subsided 
enough for Paul Reynaud to join 
the ranks of France’s “immort- 
als.” 

Reynaud was premier when 
France’s fight aaginst the Nazi 
invaders collapsed in 1940. Now 
81 and still a member of the Na- 
tional Assembly, he recently an- 
nounced he was a candidate for 
the seat in the French Academy 
left vacant by the death of auth- 
or-economist Andre Siegfried.

“I always tried to pitch 
against the other pitcher, 
meaning I didn’t worry about 
earned-run average, I figured 
that, head to head against the 
other guy. I helped myself to 
a one-run edge with my bat or 
by cutting off base hits up the 
middle.” 

It’s a fact, we noticed, check-

NEW YORK, Feb. 20 (UPI)— 
Irvin (Bo) Roberson eclipsed the 
oldest record in the track books, 
Jesse Owens’s world indoor 
broad jump mark, and Olympic 
champion Harold Connolly broke 
the world indoor 35-pound weight 
record today in the National 
A.A.U. Championships. 

Roberson, last year’s Pan- 
American champion and one of 
America’s hottest Olympic pros- 
pects, broad-jumped 25 feet, 914 
inches. He thus smashed Owens’s 
record of 25 feet, 9 inches, set 
25 years ago. 

Connolly, the human siege gun 
from Santa Monica, Calif., easily 
erased the 35-pound weight mark 
with a heave of 71 feet, 24% 
inches during afternoon compe- 
tition at the Squadron A Armory. 

Al Lawrence of Australia, rep- 
resenting the University of Hous- 
ton, smashed the world indoor 
three-mile record with a time of 
13:26.4, knocking more than 10 
seconds off the former mark of 
13:37 set in this meet last year 
by America’s Bill Dellinger. 

Lawrence’s Houston teammate, 
John Macy, dogged his heels for 
19 of the 33 Madison Square Gar- 
den laps before dropping out.

Wrote Thoreau, “Instead of three meals a day, if it be 
mecessary eat but one; instead of a hundred dishes, five.” 

It’s a tempting thought but I doubt that we'll ever 
make it popular around the average household. Better, 
instead, to hunt out five new recipes for hamburger.

Sudden Fame Comes to Stella (Population 177) Through Action in Congress by Lyndon Johnson 
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Dickson Terry

STELLA, Mo., Feb. 20. 


THIS LITTLE OZARKS TOWN OF STELLA, which old-timers 
sitting around the hot stove at Pogue’s Garage call “Stelly,” is a 
hill village of 177 people where absolutely nothing beyond local 
interest has happened in the 80 or so years of its existence. 


Then suddenly this week the 
tired little town was shaken from 
its lethargy when it found itself 
on the front pages of the nation’s 
newspapers. Life magazine called 
to say it was on the way, if 
someone could teil its men how 
to get to Stella. Dave Garroway 
called from New York. NBC and 
CBS were sending camera crews, 
and newspapers from major cit- 
jes were either sending corre- 
spondents or calling long dis- 
stance for information. 


The townspeople of Stella were 
stunned, and even more confused 
than stunned, if possible. Some- 
thing which had happened away 
off in Washington, D. C., had 
suddenly focused the attention of 
the entire nation on their town. 
Most people weren’t too sure 
what it was all about, and many 
weren't sure they liked it. What, 
they were asking “one another, 
was all the fuss about? What in- 
terest did that fellow - Lyn- 
don Johnson have in the prob- 
lems of Stella, Mo., as obscure 
a town as you could find stuck 
away in the hills of Newton 
county clear down in the south- 
west corner of the state? 

Lyndon Johnson, for the rec- 
ord, had no personal interest in 
the problems of Stella, Mo. The 
furore came about when John- 
son, seeking to get a civil rights 
bill out of committee, attached it 
as a rider to a bill in Congress, 
which no one, except a few in- 
terested parties, had ever heard 
of. It was a bill to relieve the 
Stella School District of having 
to pay $6200 to the United States 
Army for rent on a building at 
nearby Fort Crowder, a building 
which Stella had used as a school 
house after the Stella school 
burned down. 


THE EVENTS which were to 
lift Stella to national prominence 
began at midnight Jan. 15, 1959, 
when the Stella district school, 
grades one to 12, caught fire. 

Don Parsons, who had been 
superintendent of the school for 
only four months, was one of the 
first to arrive on the scene, 
just in time to see the gymna- 
sium cave in, 

Parsons, a young, strongly 
built man with a square jaw and 
a crew cut, dived into the build- 
ing, but was able to salvage 
only two desk drawers contain- 
ing the school’s financial rec- 
ords. By dawn there was nothing 
but a pile of ashes. 


“Then,” Parsons related, 
“there was a search for a place 
to hold school. We thought about 
trying to use the churches, but 
there are only three in town, 
Methodist, Baptist and the 
Church of God, and they couldn’t 
hold all the students. 

“Then someone came up with 
the idea of trying to get one of 
the buildings over at. Fort 
Crowder, about 12 miles from 
here.” 


Fort Crowder (formerly Camp | 


Crowder) has been deactivated 
for several years. Among the 
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idle buildings were two three- 
story brick buildings, solid and 
well built and equipped with 
kitchens and cafeterias. Parsons 
and the Stella school board got 
in touch with Capt. Walter J. 
Gueldner, the commanding offi- 
cer. 


“Through his efforts and these 
and other interested people,” 
Parsons related, “‘we got permis- 
sion to move into one of the 
buildings. It had been built for 
an officers’ club. It had only 
been used three months before 
the place was deactivated, and 
it cost $700,000. It was just stand- 
ing idle, and there was another 
one just like it next door that 
had never been used at all. 

“WE THOUGHT that through 
the State Commissioner of Edu- 
cation we could get the use of 
the building rent free, or at least 
for a very nominal rent. In fact, 
we were assured by the Fifth 
Army Headquarters in Chicago 
that the rent would be nominal.” 

With the help of townspeople, 
and with a lot of makeshift 
equipment, officials moved the 
school into the building. 

Shortly thereafter they re- 
ceived a lease from the office 
of O. E. Pettijohn, chief of the 
real estate division, U.S. Army 
Engineers District, Corps of En- 
gineers, Kansas City, Mo. The 
lease left blank the amount of 
rental. The school board mem- 
bets and Parsons all signed it. 

“Then they told us,”’ Parsons 
related, ‘‘that the annual rental 
would be $16,000." Parsons and 
the school board were dumb- 
founded. ‘We just hadn’t fig- 
ured on anything like that.” 


They refused to sign the second 
lease, in which the amount had 
been filled in. Apparently the 
word nominal meant two differ- 
ent things to the U.S. Army and 
the school board. 


“Then an Army man came 
down,” Parsons continued, ‘‘and 
looked the situation over and de- 
cided that since we were using 
only 41 per cent of the building, 
the rent would be $6200. He 
brought another lease and want- 
ed us to sign it. We refused. 


“This figure didn’t cover main- 
tenance or anything else. Just 
rent. We had to take care of 
maintenance and repairs—why, 
we burned two tons of coal a 
day just as slick as butter; that 
was costing us $30 every day just 
like that.’ 

By this time Parsons was al- 
ready corresponding with Con- 
gressman Charles Brown, ex-Con- 
gressman Dewey Short (an old 
friend of Parsons) and Senator 
Stuart Symington. He sent them 
the school’s financial report. The 
figures made it clear they just 
didn’t have $6200. They had just 
about been breaking even, and 
the cost of transferring the school 
and other expenses had put them 
in the hole by $10,175 as it was. 

Congressman Brown drafted a 
bill, which was introduced in 


Stella's business district, 
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New $155,000 high school at Stella, Mo., which opened Mon 
Stella and its school problems appeared on the nation's front pages.

Congress, asking that the school 
district be excused from paying 
the Army. The measure was 
passed almost without notice by 
the House, but Congress ad- 
journed before the Senate could 
act on it. So it lay dormant. 

In the meantime Parsons and 
the school board jumped right in 
to get a new school built. Work 
was started last June. They had 
$119,000 insurance on the old 
building, and the state’s part of 
the cost comes to $37,400. 

“But the state has only paid 
us half.of its share,” Parsons 
said, ‘‘and can’t pay the other 
half until the money is appro- 
priated when the legislature 
meets next February. In the 
meantime the contractor is look- 
ing right down our throats, so 
where can we get $6200 to pay 
the Army?”

On the same day Senator John- 
son plucked the Stella school bill 
out of the hopper and used it to 
catapult Stella into the limelight. 


REQUESTS FOR information 
about the town inspired the old- 
timers to start taking a long 
look backward, something, it 
was quite obvious, they hadn’t 
done in a long time. What they 
saw didn’t fill them with pride. 

The business district of Stella 
is one block long. Just about 


every other building on each side 
of the street is vacant.

Howard, my 
husband, provided it with much 
back-breaking labor and many 
spruce trees. The land we se- 
lected is timbered for the most 
part with spruce and birch, beau- 
tiful large birch, but there is not 
the dense underbrush found in 
some areas. A_ crystal-clear 
creek, well populated with bea- 
ver, flows out of the lake and 
provides water for the horses.

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Popularity for Lowered Waistline 


Long-Waisted Silhouette Featured Extensively in Spring Clothes

AMONG THE NEW FASHIONS 
that have been launched for the 
spring season, the one most like- 
ly to gain solid popularity is the 
long waisted look. 

Young Ives St. Laurent, head 
of the House of Dior, has caused 
scarcely a ripple with his efforts 
to bring back the flat-chested 
look and some of the other ideas 
have received little applause. 
But the long-waisted look is 
catching on. 


This look is typically Ameri- 
can, regardless of what country 
thinks of it first. Ever since 
Charles Dana Gibson started 
glorifying the American beauty 
at the turn of the century, it 
has been considered smart to 
look tall, lithe and willowy. The 
little woman who wears petites 
as well as her taller sister ac- 
complishes this with the selec- 
tion of correct proportions in her 
attire and the type of silhouette 
that makes every inch count in 
her stature. 

Like many of the fashions that 
revolutionize a wardrobe, the 
long-waisted silhouette received 
its initial introduction in the 
United States rather than in 
Paris. Top designers of both New 
York and California featured it 
extensively in their winter re- 
sort showings and gave it even 
greater play in their spring col- 
lections. Galanos and Larry 
Aldrich were two of the leaders. 
Then came the European collec- 
tions with every designer whose 
name is significant giving the 
longer torso a headliner status. 

In St. Louis, as women have 
begun their shopping for spring 
apparel, many different versions 
of the long-waisted silhouette are 
available. That women like them 
is evident from the early re- 
sponse to their preséntation, and 
the increased number of low- 
ered waistlines on display in the 
stores. The trend extends to all 
classifications of apparel. Even 
the foundation garments are con- 
structed to ‘“‘build’ the figure 
in accordance with the most fash- 
ionable specifications. 

Coats stress the vogue in many 
ways. Striking among the coat 
styles are the semi-fitted models. 
It is noteworthy that these are 
cut with the lowered indentation 
through the midriff section. Some 
go further and insert a fitted 
belt that is cleverly placed to 
mold the silhouette below the 
normal waistline. Straightline 
coats have their pockets placed 
lower, as a subtle hint of the 
change. Bias cut ones ingenious- 
ly utilize fabric pattern as well 
as seaming for a downward em- 
phasis. 

The suit with the longer jacket 
serves a major purpose in influ- 
encing the look of a costume. 
Many of the jackets are tunic 
length. Others extend slightly 
below the hipline. If a jacket is 
fitted, there is a ‘“‘long-stem”’ 
shaping and a careful placing of 
pockets to achieve the desired 
effect. Short-jacketed suits fol- 
low the vogue with back-dipping 
jackets and skirts with contoured 
belts showing below the edge of 
the jacket. 

Dress designers have had a 
field day in thinking of ways to 
elongate the bodice and give the 
entire dress the new look for 
spring and summer. One method 
is to extend the entire bodice to 
the hipbones where the skirt is 
attached with an obvious band of 
fabric or other decorations. An- 
other method is to blouse the 
bodice low, then add a belt be- 
low the normal waistline. Effec- 
tive, also, and a method that 
suggests the remodeling of last 
year’s dresses, is the selection of 
an attractive sash or belt. Many 
of these are softly draped, wheth- 
er made of leather or fabric, 
and tie rather than buckle. The 
tie ends are arranged to draw 
the eye downward, and impress 
one with the longer look to the 
entire figure.

Safety Advice 


To Skiers 


Water skiing is rapidly becom- 
ing one of the nation’s most pop- 
ular sports and it can be fun for 
you, too, if you follow the safety 
hints offered by Earl Hollowell, 
former director of safety for the 
American Water Ski Associa- 
tion. 

Hollowell, who has conducted 
many water-ski safety clinics, 
has the following advice for 
skiers: 

Learn to swim before attempt- 
ing to water ski. Non-skilled 


swimmers should wear life 
jackets. 
If you fall, recover skis, as 


they will keep you afloat; raise 
a hand to signal boat driver all 
is well; if you’re in a congested 
area, raise a ski so other boats 
can see you. 

Stay away from all objects 
such as docks, sea walls, and 
boats. Skiers seldom get hurt 
from hitting the water but acci- 
dents .have happened from hit- 
ting solid objects. 

Be considerate of the rights of 
swimmers, boatmen, and fisher- 
men. 

Don’t yell “hit it” until your 
ski tips are up and the rope is 
taut. 

When landing, run parallel to 
shore, come in slowly and re- 
lease tow bar a safe distance 
from shore. Don’t land in swim- 
ming areas. 

When two or more people are 
skiing, use ropes of the same 
length. A longer rope for one 
skier might wrap around the 
legs of the others should the first 
skier fall.

prs BY THE BILLIONS —in varied shapes, 
sizes and colors — are consumed every year 
in the United States. Enough aspirin, for in- 
stance, was produced in this country last year 
to make about 25 billion five-grain tablets. In 
St. Louis, one plant on North Kingshighway 
produced more than four billion pills, tablets 
and capsules in 1959, almost double its 1958 
total. 

Automation in the drug industries has made 
such large volumes possible. Machines that 
stamp out thousands of compressed tablets 
daily accomplish in a few hours what would 
take a druggist days or weeks to do by hand. 

In the Kingshighway plant, one of the larg- 
est of its kind in the country, the Rexall Drug 
Company makes proprietary pharmaceuticals 
and cosmetics. The term proprietary is used 
to describe drugs that are widely advertised 
and, generally, sold without a prescription. The 
drug investigation in Washington has been con- 
cerned with “ethical” drugs, or those seldom 
sold without a doctor’s prescription. The term 
“ethical” is used for the manufacturers of these 
drugs because they do not advertise to the 
sabe or encourage self-medication. Instead, 


they advertise in medical journals and send out 
detail men to explain their products to doctors. 


In ‘the seven-story Rexall building, huge~* 


quantities of basic ingredients are purified, 
ground, mixed, granulated, dried and put 
through various other~ processes. Distinctive 
colors are added ts some drugs, flavoring is 
mixed with others, and some pills are sugar- 
coated to improve their taste or protect them 
from atmospheric conditions. The final mix- 
tures are fed into machines that automatically 
form, bottle, label and package the finished 
products. The aromas in the ultramodern fac- 


tory vary from the not-too-pleasing odors of 


vitamin pill ingredients to the fragrances of 
perfumes, soaps and mint flavoring. 


About 2300 different kinds of drugs, medi- 


cines and cosmetics are made in the St. Louis 


plant for sale in more than 10,000 franchised ~ 


drugstores throughout the country. Before be- 
ing shipped to distribution warehouses, the 
react are tested in the company’s research 
aboratory to determine whether they conform 
to specified standards.

URING THE NEXT FEW DAYS, I will be trying my 

best to win my first Olympic gold medal. I want 

to be an Olympic champion very badly —this could be 

my last chance—but if I can’t win, then I hope the 

winner will be a blonde girl from the Netherlands 
whom I call Chokey. 

Her real name is Sjoukie Dijkstra and she is ex- 
pected to be my toughest rival in the Olympics. 
Though she is my age—20—and though I have fin- 
ished ahead of her in four world championships, she 
has become something of an idol to me. 

I've known her since we were 15. But I remember 
Chokey best for something that happened when I 
defended my world championship in 1959 at Colorado 
Springs. 

She was fiercely eager to beat me. Once she walked 
into the dressing room with a woebegone look. “I was 
just awful doing my figures for the judges this morn- 
ing,” she said.

RESIDENT EISENHOWER is taking

in his brief case: his smile. This is the bi- 
partisan view of leaders here who have 
watched him magnetize the masses of 
Europe and Asia with his engaging grin. 

His open face, the blue eyes as clear and 
guileless as the sky above his native Kan- 
sas, contribute to the good will he gen- 
erates in people. But most of all it is the 
way his whole personality smiles every 
time his face lights up in a grin. Even the 
most sophisticated will confess that they, 
too, have come under its spell. 

Webster defines a smile as: a change of 
facial expression involving a brightening 
of the eyes and an upward curving of the 
corners of the mouth. It may express 
amusement, pleasure, tender affection, 
approval, restrained mirth, irony, or any 
of the various emotions. 

Since the compilers of dictionaries are 
a precise lot, Webster's definition is good 
for most men’s smiles. But the Ike smile 
is something else again. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say it is a powerful “secret weapon” 
in the cold war against communism. For it 
is more than a smile. In its many expres- 
sions—from the startled boyish grin at

Even his two most acid critics, British

World War II, do not question the force 
of his smile and his genius for reconciling 
differences among men. The Anglo-Amer- 
can alliance, hinge of world peace, was 
still creaking after the Suez invasion when 
Ike flew to London. It was less what he 
said there than the way he smiled. But the 
mood changed; doubts vanished, mutual 


recriminations died away. 
Melting Smile 


On to Paris with its excitable crowds 
and austere President Charles de Gaulle. 
“Yankee go home” slogans were chalked 
nightly on the walls in French cities. Then 
Ike came, smiled, and conquered. The 
multitudes turned out to smile back. Of 
course, policy differences remain between 


France and the United States, but the 


smile melted the coldness. 

The results were even more spectacu- 
lar onthe 11-nation trip that carried Ike 
as far eastward as New Delhi. 

The ovations he received completely 


eclipsed those accorded to Russia’s Khrush- 
chev and his now discarded partner Bul- 
ganin when they made roughly the same 
journey. Seeing how the warmth of one 
man could thaw out the hatreds of mil- 
lions, Secretary of State Christian Herter 
urged Ike to visit Latin America and the 
Far East so others could bask in his sunny 
smile. Even the Russians are expected to 
return the smile when he goes to Moscow 
in June. 

Those who are constantly exposed to 
Ike’s smile are the most impressed with its 
power. Such intimates as Interior Secre- 
tary Fred Seaton and House Republican 
Leader Charles Halleck tell of seeing the 
smile mellow those who disagree with Ike 
until their opposition evaporates in its 
warm glow. 


Mirror of the Man 


Seaton describes the smile as “a mirror 
of Eisenhower.” Vice President Nixon 
agrees that “it shows the great human 
understanding qualities that are so much 
a part of the President’s character.” 

Even most Democrats agree, in the 
words of Sen. Mike Mansfield (D., Mont), 
that “Ike’s smile is a great asset to the 
American people.” As chairman of the 
powerful Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, Sen. Richard Russell (D., Ga.) ac- 
knowledges that the smile “contributed to 
the ovations Ike has received abroad and 
will continue to get even in Russia.” 

ParADE could find only one dissenting 
voice, that of Sen. Gene McCarthy (D., 
Minn.), who contends: “European and 
Latin American statesmen are serious. 
Some of them have remarked that when- 
ever Americans come to discuss serious 
problems, they always break into smiles.” 
McCarthy suggests that. foreigners would 

Sen. Rotes Keleuver (D., Tenn. ), him- 
self once a White House aspirant, has an 
interesting theory about Ike’s smile. While 
it undoubtedly magnetizes others, he sug: 
gests, it might also be good therapy for the 
President. Comments Kefauver: ©“ be- 
lieve it relaxes him and helps him take 
the strain and stress of his office.”

HOULD A HUSBAND shop for groceries, dry dishes, 
make the breakfast? Should he baby-sit, wash 
windows, carry out the garbage? Should he hang up 
his clothes, wash out ashtrays, help with the ironing? 
Just how much housework should a husband do? 
In an age of working wives and time-saving appli- 
ances, this question is a critical one in households all 
over America. And now, for the first time, the hus- 
bands and wives of the nation have answered it. Here 
is what both men and women said: 

Husbands should wash windows, stop at the store on 
the way home from work, dry the dishes, baby-sit, 
wax the floors, hang pictures, straighten up after a 
party, empty the ashtrays, carry out the garbage, and 
hang up their own clothes. 

Husbands should not prepare breakfast for the fam- 
ily, wash.the dishes, press their own trousers, help 
with the ironing, make the children’s beds, or dust 
the furniture. 

Both sexes agreed that husbands are not doing as 
much as they should be doing. 


Between the Lines 


And possibly most significant, both men and women 
agreed that the old lines between “men’s-work” and 
“women’s work” are breaking down. In conducting its 
poll, PARADE talked both to factory hands and white- | 
collar workers in five parts of the country. The poll 7 
also included housewives and working wives in all 
areas, and those questioned ranged from newlyweds to 
some married 50 years. (For a complete breakdown of 
the answers, see chart at left; for individual com- 
ments and “expert” opinion, see page 10.) 

Almost without exception, those polled agreed that 
husbands and wives should share the housework bur- 
den. In fact, husbands ruled only two tasks almost 
completely out of bounds: pressing their own trousers 
and helping with the ironing. (But one Stratford, 
Conn., accountant said he always pressed his trousers:

_ Here are some other conclusions from the nation- 
wide survey: . 
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@ Men who have been married 10 to 20 years are 
most willing to do housework. 

e If a wife works or is ill, more than 95 per cent of 
men agreed, the husband should do as much as he can 
—without exception. 

@ Men are more willing to do some jobs—prepare 
meals, shop, hang up the children’s clothes, and even 
dust—than their wives expect them to be. 

Curiously, the survey showed that husbands draw 
fine lines when it comes to housework. Many men, for 
instance, said it was their job to wash windows on the 
outside, their wives’ to wash them on the inside. More 
men were willing to dry dishes than were willing to 
wash them. Nearly twice as many men believed they 
should wax floors as believed it their job to scrub them. 

Women also drew boundaries: ironing, for in- 
stance, was almost universally branded a woman’s 
job. The overwhelming majority did not even feel a 
man should iron “sometimes.” And four out of five 
wives said dusting was for women, not men—despite 
a recent Wayne State University survey that listed 
dusting as the job women hate most. 

- As for cooking, more than three out of five men felt 
they should prepare their own breakfast at least some- 
times. Nearly half thought the husband should pre- 
pare breakfast for the whole family—sometimes.

“I love to cook,” said one white-collar man in Con- 
necticut. “And I don’t see any reason why I shouldn’t 
just because people call it ‘women’s work.’ Of course, 
if I had to do it every night that might be different. I 
want to do it when I’m in the mood.” 

Moods and circumstances, PARADE found, are im- 
portant in the way today’s husband looks at house- 
work. Many men said they would take on any task 
“under certain circumstances” — and proceeded to 
spell out the circumstances. Others said their attitude 
toward housework depended on their wives’ attitudes. 
“I won't do anything I’m told to do,” said one man in 
Madison, Wis. “But if she asks me—or better yet, if I 
can volunteer-——then I’m perfectly willing to help out.” 


Life With Baby 


Surprisingly, one area that a majority of men felt 
was out of bounds, even occasionally, was taking care 
of the baby. Although much has been written about 
father as a second-string mother, and courses for 
fathers-to-be have mushroomed, only 15 per cent of 
men questioned felt they should give baby his morning 
bottle or change diapers. Less than one-third agreed 
that they should do so occasionally. 

“Discipline, not diapers, is my job,” said one Wash- 
ington, D.C., father of three—and several other hus- 


bands echoed him. And child care was another area 
where some of those polled drew fine lines: several 
men told PARADE they felt they should care for their 
sons and let their wives care for their daughters. 

What's behind this almost agreeable attitude of 
American men toward housework? Experts consulted 
by PARADE cited the lack of domestic workers, the ris- 
ing number of young marriages, and the increased 
mobility of the population. : 

According to the U.S.’ Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
the country has more than 51 million households but 
only about two million household workers. But even 
if more domestics were available, few young marrieds 
could afford them—which means husbands still would 
have to help. 

And years ago families were physically closer than 
they are today, and the women of the clan helped one 
another. Now, more families move each year than 
ever before, in many cases breaking close family ties. 
Again the husband steps in to help. 


Battie of the Sexes 


The fact that men are more willing to do housework 
than in the past spotlights an important question: Is 
housework good for the male ego? 

Psychiatrists and marriage counselors say that if a 
man worries about his masculinity, he probably will 
object to doing housework—or at least certain types of 
housework. This can lead to friction between himself 
and his wife. 

There can be a more healthy atmosphere in the 
home, according to Dr. Rehecca Liswood, a marriage 
counselor. Says Dr. Liswood: “There should not be too 
much concern as to what is a ‘man’s job’ and what is 
‘a woman’s job’ as long as a couple can help one an- 
other. Men don’t mind one bit doing work in the home 
as long as they don’t get a feeling that they are being 
bossed or degraded by the work they are asked to do.” 

Parape’s survey, however, turned up a handful of 
men who could be classified as diehards. “This is an 
obviously biased list,” said a Washington man. “No 
mention is made of washing the car, raking leaves, or 
fixing leaky faucets. Those are my jobs.” Another 
white-collar worker, who had answered eight questions 
“yes,” declared as an afterthought. “So many yeses 
indicate an alarming deterioration in my character and 
what little manhood is remainirig to me at my advanc- 
ing age.” 

The poll also found that men’s attitudes toward 
housework may vary according to geography and ac- 
cording to how long they have been married. Although 
men married 10 to 20 years were willing to do most, 
men married more than 20 years were willing to do 
least: Said one: “Husbands shquld help during the 
child-raising period. After that, they should be retired 
to pasture.” And men living in the East seemed more 
agreeable to doing housework than those in the Mid- 
west. Women in Madison, Wis., for instance, told 
PARADE that husbands should help shop for groceries, 
stop at the store after work, wash windows—and that’s 
about all. : 

Despite this traditional outlook toward men and 
housework, the national trend seems to be toward 
teamwork in the home. “I’m willing to do almost any- 
thing around the house,” a Stratford, Conn., machine 
repairman told paraps. “I think that every man should 
help his wife if it makes for better family relations.”

Here’s how three famous comedians proved r 4

HOLLYWOOD. 
Have you ever asked yourself: “What 
is the greatest act in show business?” 

Red Skelton, Jerry Lewis, and Milton 
Berle are sure they know. They say it’s 
the act a performer puts on to kill fear 
—especially when you're in an airplane 
with the motors conked out, the land- 
ing gear jammed, and the small matter 
of life or death teetering in the balance. 

Take Berle’s experience a few weeks 
ago. Milton was sick in New York with 
a virus and anxious to fly home to his 
wife in California. And he was tired. 

He drove to Idlewild airport, bought 
a ticket on the jet to Los Angeles, eased 
himself into Seat 4B. Across the aisle 
sat orchestra leader Buddy Bregman. 
The jet was 35 minutes late in taking 
off. Bregman fastened his seat belt, 
soon fell saundly asleep. 


“A Little Problem” 


Not so Berle. Nervous, impatient, 
fearful by nature, Milton jumped up, 
shouted to 110 other passengers: 
“Don't worry, ladies and gentlemen. 
The pilot's just trying to get up enough 
nerve to start.” : 

At 5:25 p.m. the jet roared off. It 
climbed rapidly and steeply, banked to 
the right, headed west. The stewardess 
announced the estimated flying time to 
Los Angeles as five and a half hours. 

“About thirty minutes later,”—this 
is Berle telling the story now—‘“the 
engineer came out of the cockpit. He 
hurried to the rear of the plane. The 
landing gear was fouled up. Only one 
wheel would retract. The engineer was 
trying to raise the other by using some 
manual device. Apparently it wouldn’t 
work. He rushed back to the cockpit. 
The pilot then came on the speaker 
system. 

“*We're having a little problem with 
our landing gear, he explained. He 
was very calm, made it sound as if it 
were the most trivial trouble, like may- 
be his wife’s slip was showing. ‘I think 


we'll circle around a little,’ he contin- 


ued. “‘There’s nothing to worry about. 
Just fasten your seat belts.’ ” 

Berle, who is frequently frightened 
by card tricks, grew pale. He looked 
around. Other passengers were paler 
than he. Only Bregman slept on, im- 
pervious to it all. Fear began to gnaw 
its tensions into the faces of the pas- 
sengers as the plane circled over Penn- 


sylvania, the landing gear still jammed. 

Suddenly Berle leaped to his feet, 
raced over to the galley, grabbed the 
microphone. “We're over Allentown, 
Pennsylvania,” he clowned. “Anyone 
want out?” Then at the top of his 
voice he began peddling. “Peanuts, 
popcorn, candy! You can’t tell the play- 
ers without a scorecard. Who wants a 
salami sandwich? No point in saving 
your money now.” 

Their tension lessened, passengers 
forced a half-grin. 

“Let's face it,” Berle ran on. “You're 
a captive audience. For the first time in 
my life I’ve got a captive audience.” He 
let out a maniacal laugh. “I'd like to see 
anybody walk out on me now.” A child 
started to cry. “Listen, kid,” Milton 
cracked, “stop ad-libbing. I’m on.” 

For almost an hour Berle clowned 
while the jet sped back to the Atlantic 
coast, jettisoned hundreds of gallons 
of fuel into the ocean. 

“I kept talking and ad-libbing,” 
Milton recalls, “and I don’t remember 
any of the gags I used. I honestly don’t 
know what I said, but I sure had those 
passengers screaming and rolling in 
the aisles. I don’t know whether I per- 
formed in order to get their minds off 
the danger or take my mind off it— 
or both. Anyway, for my money, it’s 
the greatest act I ever put on in show 
business. It proved the overwhelming 
power of humor to conquer fear, to 
make people forget impending danger.” 

The runway at Idlewild was lined 
with ambulances and fire trucks as the 
jet touched down for a safe landing. 
Bregman was still sleeping. “This fel- 


low,” Berle shouted, “slept all through’ 


my monologue. He'll never work for 
me again.” 


Engine on Fire 


An even more dramatic example of 
clowning under pressure is one of Red 
Skelton’s most unforgettable memories. 

A few years ago, Red, his wife 
Georgia, writer Gene Fowler, and a 
group of friends were touring Europe. 
On a June day they were flying from 
Rome to London where Skelton was 
scheduled to perform. 

“We were in a four-engined BOAC 
job,” Red remembers, “and as we ap- 
proached the Alps the No. 1 engine 
went out. The plane lost altitude very 
quickly, and I lost my lunch. A few 
minutes later the No. 3 engine took fire. 
The plane lurched from side to side, 
and I lost my small intestine. Passen- 
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gers were trembling, and so was the 
plane. I thought the plane would shake 
itself to pieces. I was afraid. Afraid is 
not a strong enough word. I was scared 
witless. I looked out the window. It 
seemed as if we were close enough to 
touch the mountains. A crash seemed 
inevitable. 

“The pilot began to empty out the 


gasoline tanks. A hostess told me the . 
baggage might have to go next. We had 


to get that plane lighter or we'd never 
make it over Mt. Blanc. I turned to 
Georgia. ‘Darling,’ I said. ‘I want you 
to know that I’ve always loved you... 
You can jump first.’ 

“Somehow our pilot—his name was 
Patrick Hill — managed to coax our 
ship over Mt. Blanc or through Mit. 
Blanc or around Mt. Blanc. I'll never 
know which. And then a third engine 
began to act up. Children sitting be- 
hind us started to cry. Other passengers

that the antidote to fear is—laughter 


were making the sign of the Cross. 
Everyone was rigid with fear, and fear 
in some places was giving way to panic. 
I turned to Father Ed Carney who was 
in the party traveling with us. ‘Father,’ 
I said. ‘You take care of your end, and 
I'll take care of mine.’ 


On His Feet 


“And with that I got to my feet and 
began cracking jokes. Father Carney in 
the meantime took care of the prayer 


department. ‘For the benefit of the pas- 


sengers, I began, ‘the name of this air- 
line is BOAC. That stands for Bring 
Over American Cash.’ 

“Hardly any of the passengers 
grinned. I realized then that we had a 
lot of passengers aboard who couldn't 
speak English. The only way I could 
entertain everyone was through panto- 
mime. I played a half-wit. I did the guz- 
zler’s gin bit. I mimicked an outraged

passenger complaining to the management. I 
did every pantomime bit I had ever seen or 
learned. 

“Finally, the pilot got the plane down at 
an airfield in Lyon. And as I looked around 
at the passengers, there seemed to be no fear. 
I realized then that fear is really a state of 
mind and that the great gift of clowns is that 
they have the power or the talent to change 
that state of mind. 

“T've played many charities, many bene- 
fits in my career. But nothing has ever given 
me more satisfaction than making people 
laugh in the face of death.” 


Wrong-way Wind 


Jerry Lewis also has entertained fear- 
stricken passengers when their plane was in 
trouble. His most recent experience of this 
kind occurred a few weeks ago on a trip from 
Denver to Los Angeles. 

As the plane came in for a landing, a 60- 
mile wind was blowing the wrong way. 

“The pilot touched the wheels down,” 
Jerry recalls, “but he had used up so much of 
the runway that he had to gun the ship and 
take her up again. Like everyone else, I was 
frightened to death. There were several 
women on the plane, and they were panic- 
stricken. I undid my seat belt and began to 
ad-lib.

“I wagged my finger at two of the ladies. 
‘You see,’ I began, ‘none of you would listen 
to your friendly insurance man.” Then [ be. 
gan running up and down the aisle handing 
out those little bottles of liquor they serve on 
the airlines. ‘Absolutely nothing to worry 
about,’ I announced. “We're going to try an- 
other landing just as soon as the pilot gets 
his nerve back.’ 

“The plane circled and the pilot tried three 
more landings, but the wind was blowing so 
strongly that he couldn’t make any one of 
them. So back into the air we went. ‘Folks,’ | 
announced. “This plane will fly back to Den- 
ver, Colorado, at a height of three feet. Your 
hostess on this trip will be Mother Hubbard. 
Most of the time she’s drunk, but at least she’s 
kind to her mother. Bingo cards will be passed 
out in a few minutes. As we pass over the 
rocket center at Vandenberg Air Base, rockets 
will be shot up to greet us. Only one to each 
passenger.’ ” 

On his fifth try, the pilot got his plane 
down, and it taxied peaceably to the parking 
apron. As Jerry Lewis disembarked, one of 
the lady passengers who'd been most fright- 
ened on the trip came up behind him and 
kissed him on the cheek. — 

“With your jokes,” she said, “you saved 
me from a heart attack. I’m never gonna for- 
get you, Mr. Dean Martin. Never.” *

ton’s commander. Fry led the Virginia 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
or 7,500 Americans who can trace 
their roots back to the nation’s No. 1 

family tree, George Washington’s Birthday 
tomorrow will be a family anniversary. 
Actually, the Father of the Country never 
became a father in his own right. But his 
heritage was passed on by his brothers ont 
sisters (see family tree, right). 

Their descendants are now eisiiaied 
throughout the 50 states and as far abroad 
as the West Indies, England, and China. 
They range from the Delehantys of New 
York, listed .in the Social Register, to a 
group of Indians on the Fort Washakie 
Reservation in Wyoming. (The Dele- 
hantys trace their antecedents to Washing- 
ton’s brother Samuel; the Indians spring 
from his sister Betty, whose great-grand- 
son married a half-breed. ) 

Of today’s descendants, fewer than 150 
bear the surname Washington. Many are 
successful judges, writers, doctors, law- 
yers, and engineers; others are merchants, 
mechanics, clerks, housewives, coal 
miners, and farmers. Most prominent: 
Judge George T. Washington of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals, descended from the first 
president's brother, John Augustine. 


The Here and Now 


In. looking up the huge Washington 
clan, PARADE found they have one char- 
acteristic in common with their ancestor: 
independence. They shun publicity, pre- 
fer not to bask in Washington's glory. 

Typical is the attitude of Mrs. Lewis 
Williams, a Richmond, Va., housewife 
descended from Betty: “I am more con- 
cerned about taking care of my own family 
than dwelling upon my ancestors.” 

Richard McAllister Smith (see photo), 
a McLean, Va., broker, also refuses to be 
impressed with his link to Washington. 
He prefers to talk about another ancestor, 
Col. Joshua Fry, who once was Washing- 


troops ‘against Fort Duquesne in 1754 
when George was a lieutenant colonel. 
After Washington ultimately defeated 


the British and won America’s independ- - 


ence, a strong faction wanted him to be- 
come king. He rejected the idea. Had he 
decided to found a dynasty, several me- 
chanics, clerks, and coal miners today 
probably would be barons, earls, or dukes. 

The family tree is so tangled it is hard 
to say who would have inherited the 
throne. Perhaps the king of America 
would be Dr. John Washington, promi- 
nent pediatrician here, who is doubly re- 
lated to George Washington through 
Samuel on his father’s side and John 
Augustine on his mother’s side. 

Samuel's home in Charles Town, W.Va., 
has been passed down through the gen- 


erations to Dr. John. Possibly the Ameri-. 


can throne would have followed the same 
genealogical route. Dr. Washington has 
now begun to restore the ancestral home 
that Samuel called Harewood. 

If the Washingtons had become roy- 
alty, columnist Holmes Alexander today 
might be the Viscount of Virginia, perhaps 
even the landlord at Mount Vernon. His 
great-grandmother, Hannah Lee Washing- 
ton, daughter of John Augustine, was born 
and married at Mount Vernon, which was 
willed to this branch of the family by 
Uncle George. 

Best footnote on the Sahinaton family 
story comes from Harkey Reiter, of Mc- 
Lean, Va., whose wife, Ciciely Fontaine 
Alexander, is descended from John Augus- 
tine: “The Washington clan are ordinary 
Americans, typical people. My wife's 
father, William Fontaine Alexander, was 
once asked why the Washingtons had pro- 
duced only one man of great stature. He 
replied: “The family is proud of General 
George. We don’t think it necessary to 
keep repeating ourselves.’ ” —oPpaAL GINN

Washington's family tree 


Founder of the Washington line was William 
de Hertburn, who settled in Durham, Eng- 
land, in the 12th Century. In 1183, he 
changed the name to Wessyngton. Later it 
became Wessington, then Washington before 
the family moved to America. 

George Washington’s father, Augustine, 
had 10 children—four by his first wife, Jane 
Butler, and six by his second wife, Mary Ball, 
who was George’s mother. Here are George 
and his brothers and sisters in order of age:

The article below is part of a continuing story. Even 
before you read it, this chapter may have been closed, 
with a ruling by Gov. Cecil H. Underwood of West 
Virginia. The little girl in the story may or may not 
remain with the only parents she has ever known. 

But “the Rosemary case” is more than a heart- 
rending story. It has important overtones for all Amer- 
icans. For only by understanding the agonies involved 
will others see the real point of such cases: that a good; 


hard look is needed at foster parenthood and adoption 
procedures and their built-in heartbreak. 


PARSONS, W. VA. 

NE RECENT EVENING, Mrs. Edith Isner, 48, set- 

tled down on the living-room sofa with 34- 

year-old Rosemary to read bedtime stories. As the 

sunny, blue-eyed little girl snuggled up to her, Mrs. 
Isner began the children’s poem by Eugene Field: 

-“Wynken, Blynken and Nod one night 

“Sailed off in a wooden shoe,— 

“Sailed on a river of crystal light 

“Into a sea of dew.” 

At the words, “sailed off,” a look of sudden horror 
swept across Rosemary's ruddy face. A chubby hand 
darted out and slapped the book shut. “Oh, no, 
Mommy!” she cried out, tears in her eyes. “I don’t 
want to read about little children going away!” 

Mrs. Isner wrapped her arms around Rosemary and 
soothed her. But when the child had stopped crying, 
Mrs. Isner could not comfort herself. Each day she 
and her husband, Forest, a $65-a-week night watchman, 
wake up in fear: today may be the day they are told 
to give up Rosemary, finally and completely, to the 
State of West Virginia. Each night they thank God for 
a day’s reprieve and deepen their resolve to fight on 
for the “daughter” who has been theirs since she was 
7 days old. 

Legally, there is little more they can do. Three 
years ago, when the Isners took Rosemary into their 
home, they signed an agreement not to try to adopt 
her. Then they changed their minds, and the State 
Department of Public Assistance, which handles such 
cases in West Virginia, tried to enforce the contract. 
After a drawn-out, heartbreaking wrangle through 
the courts, the agency won. 


The $1,000 Battie 


Rosemary is a bubbly, intelligent child—the kind 
any parent would be proud of. She never has known 
any other home, nor any other parents. Her plight has 
stirred sympathy all over the state. In this town of 
2,000, perched in the Alleghenies 120 miles east of 
Charleston, there is even talk of organized resistance if 
anyone tries to take Rosemary away, and adoption 
agencies across the U.S. are watching the case. 

The national implications mean little to the Isners. 
All they want is Rosemary. The fight to keep her has 
cost them over $1,000 in legal fees and court costs. “I 
don’t think anything worse could happen to a child ~ 
than to be torn forever from the only mother and 
father she knows,” says Mrs. Isner, a motherly woman 
whose eyes reflect sleepless nights and worried days. 
“And why? We've given Rosemary a good home.”

In fact, Rosemary was placed with the Isners be-_ 
cause theirs was considered a good home. In midsum- 
mer 1956, Edith Isner, a faithful Baptist, decided it 
was her Christian duty to “help poor little babies from 
broken homes.” Two of her own three daughters had 


| married and left home; the third, Linda, 10,°was in 


school all day. Mrs. Isner, with time to spare, volun- 
teeréd as a foster parent. 

Under the foster-home system, used in many states, 
babies up for adoption are boarded temporarily until 
tests have been completed, adoptive parents picked, 
and red tape complied with. The state pays a fee for 


the child’s expense (up to $40 a month in West 


Virginia) and furnishes some minimum equipment. 
Love at First Sight 


Money, however, was not a consideration with the 
Isners. They were so swept away with the idea that 


they bought more gear from their own pockets—a - 


bathinette, chair, stroller, playpen, and clothes. When 
they were given Rosemary, born out of wedlock, they 
were delighted. “It was just like coming home with a 
new baby,” Mrs. Isner recalls. “We fell in love with 
her right from the start.” : 
They provided the required care, and more. On his 
nights off, Isner cheerfully got up to feed Rosemary; 
during the day, he wheeled her to town as he shopped. 
When Rosemary was hospitalized in nearby Elkins, 
Mrs. Isner drove the 22 miles each day to visit her. 
“As much as we'd fallen in love with Rosemary,” 


Mrs. Isner says now, “we were ready to give her up as 
soon as the DPA picked parents for her. We were mis- 
erable about it, but we were resigned.” When Rose- 
mary was 6 months old, the DPA settled on the “right” 
couple. Then, at the last moment, the would-be par- 
ents backed out. They decided they wanted a boy. 

“It was like a miracle,” says Mrs. Isner. A month 
went by, and the Isners began to talk about a previ- 
ously unspoken dream: the possibility of keeping Rose- 
mary for their own. When Rosemary was 8 months 
old, they hired an attorney and filed for adoption. 

The Isners were somewhat shocked when the DPA 
entered objections. The agency listed five reasons why 
the Isners should not be permitted to adopt Rosemary: 
1) the signed agreement with the agency; 2) they were 
too old for a young baby; 3) their own children and 
grandchildren would resent Rosemary; 4) everyone in 
Parsons would know Rosemary was illegitimate, and 
5) the Isners were “financially unable” to provide the 


college education Rosemary deserved. 


The Isners conceded the first point. But on the sec- 
ond, they pointed out that many women had babies in 
their mid-40s. As for family jealousies, their own chil- 
dren loved Rosemary—Linda, for instance, had given 


the baby many of her toys. They promised to provide’ 


an education through endowment policies. And while 
everyone in Parsons would know Rosemary’s past, they 
felt no one in the friendly town would care. 

Tucker County Judge Ernest See, after a stormy 
hearing, granted the Isners temporary custody. A year

later he made it permanent. The Isners were told— 
incorrectly —that the DPA had six months to appeal. 
When the time was up, they celebrated by buying 
Rosemary a new hobby horse and a merry-go-round 
for the yard. “Forest was so happy,” his wife recalls. 
“He’d pick up Rosemary and dance all around with 
her.” . 

Two months later the agency, on a technicality, 
appealed to the State Supreme Court, and this time 
the Isners lost. Forest and Rosemary were in Parsons 
shopping when they heard the news. “I was stunned,” 
Isner says. “All I could think of was, ‘How can I tell 
Edith?’ ” | 

In Parsons, everyone knows everyone else, and the 
town immediately rallied to the Isners’ side. “The 
place was buzzing like a beehive,” says Isner. One of 
the first callers was their minister, the Rev. Rankin 
Roach. “I figured it was just like having a death in the 
family and I should be there,” the minister says. A 
troop of housewives began collecting signatures on a_ 
petition to-Governor Underwood. Resolutions were 
adopted by the Eastern Star Chapter, the Lions Club, 
the Women’s Club, the Garden Club, and even the 
local DPA advisory board. On November 1, “Rose- 
mary Sunday,” prayers were offered in all six Parsons 
churches. . 

Through a local banker and a Young Republicans 
official, the Isners arranged a meeting with the Gov- 
ernor. On the appointed day, November 4, all stores 
in Parsons closed and residents prayed. But in the capi- 
tal things did not go well. The Governor was irritated 
by “all this newspaper publicity.” In the end he made 
no promises. But Isner felt “as if the clock was ticking 
off the minutes to an execution.” : 

“Without the faith in Him who y can give us 
strength and fortitude,” Mrs. Isner Says, “we wouldn’t 
have been able to stand up under the anxiety and 
ordeal since.” Isner says he goes about his work “like 
the walking dead.” When his wife finally gets to sleep, - 
it takes all her will power to face the day again. 

Although the Isners try to shield her, Rosemary 
senses something is wrong. Vaguely aware she may be 
going away, she shies from strangers. Above all, the 
Isners fear that, whether or not she must be given up, 
she will be left an emotional wreck. 


Upsetting the Applecart 


But DPA officials maintain they, too, are interested 
in Rosemary’s welfare. And they point out that, with 
few children available for adoption, childless couples 
who have been waiting a long time should be given 
priority. (Only in a few rare cases, the DPA says, 
have foster parents been allowed to adopt a child.) 
Finally, like adoption officials elsewhere, the DPA says 
its procedures have been painfully worked out and 
hard fought for over many years. To rule for the Isners 
would knock all this work to pieces. 

In the state legislature, however, there has been talk 
of scrapping the whole system to prevent future “heart- 
break cases.” Several other states have pioneered in 
placing children with adoptive parents within weeks 
after birth. The theory is that adoptive parents should ° 
take their chances just as natural parents do. 

To the Isner family of Parsens, W. Va., however, 
the problem boils down to one sweet-tempered, blonde 
little girl. “We'll always regard her as our little girl,” 
says Mrs. Isner. “We'll feel that once we had a daugh- 
ter, and then she was kidnapped from us.” _

UST ABOUT EVERYBODY likes a hearty steak dinner, but 

buying luxury-cut steaks for the whole family can put 
quite a dent in the average food budget. Try a big Family 
Steak instead.
